the  applicant  by  entering  a  memorandum  of 
the  lease,  assignment,  sub-lease,  or  mortgage 
in  the  register;  but  no  instrument  purporting 
to  create  a  charge  under  an  assignment,  sub¬ 
lease,  or  mortgage  shall  be  registered  unless 
the  lease  or  charge  upon  which  the  same  de¬ 
pends  has  first  been  registered. 

(3.)  The  entry  of  the  memorandum  in  the 
register  shall  constitute  registration  and  have 
the  same  effect  as  if  the  Crown  in  the  right  of 
the  Dominion  had  applied  for  and  obtained  a 
Certificate  of  Indefeasible  Title  to  the  lands 
dealt  with  by  the  lease,  and  the  lease  were 
registered  against  the  title  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  163  of  the  “  Land  Reg¬ 
istry  Act.” 

(4.)  Where  an  application  is  made  for  a 
Certificate  of  Indefeasible  Title  to  any  land 
comprising  any  part  of  the  foreshore  or  bed  of 
Burrard  Inlet  as  hereinbefore  defined  and  there

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 


object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of' the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
